Europe a new era will come for us 
also, and in this era there will be bur- 
ied in the trenches of France all the 
old hatreds, and justice will come to 
all. 

“What I am telling you is in my 
heart,” said Sir Wilfrid in conclusion. 
“My last word is not to do what is to 
be done by obligation, but for love of 
justice and liberty.” 

Sir Wilfrid was given an ovation 
when he left the building.

LETTER FROM A. F. BONIFACE 


Dear Mr. Chambers,— 
You doubtless know that the 13tb is 
> — 
no more. We were attached to the 


Princess Pats as a reserve battalion. 
Then later, over half traneferred to 
mounted units, but since 1 believe 
most of them are in France as in- 
fantry. About two weeks after I join- 
ed the Pats the engineers sent a de 
mand to all the battalions for a num 
ber of men representing the different 
trades. We were told at night to fall 
in at 8.30 next morning in full march- 
ing order, and we were marched off to 
the engineers’ camp. There is a lot to 
learn. We have the same training as 
the infantry, and beside that we have 
to learn to lay out and dig trenches, 
fix up dug-outs. erect barb wire en- 
tanglements. Then we have been 
practising with gun cotton, blowing up 
bridges, mines, trenches, We have 


also been building pontoon bridges, | 


learning to tie all kinds of knots. 

Our first camp was in a pretty dis- 
trict, but it was very muddy at times 
It was about twenty minutes walk 
from the seaside. 
camp in the south of England. 
a very healthy place among the pine 
trees. We live in large wooden huts 
built to hold sixty men each. We have 
good mattresses, blankets, straw pil 
lows. There are three stoves in each 
hut and electric lights. 

We are not near a town, but our 
wants are well looked after. There is 
a canteen for each battalion. The Sal- 
vation Army have a restaurant § and 
writing room, with writing paper free. 
Tea and coffe are sold for two cents, 
and cakes at two cents. There is a 
Methodist restaurant, writing and read- 
ing room and free piano. The Y.M.C.A. 
have also a well equipped place, where 
they claim they give away 40,000 
sheets of paper a week. There are 
here billiard tables where one can play 
an hour for eight cents. 

This is a pretty district. 
hill we can see 
country.

the Princess Pats. Mr. Cornthwaite 
and Mr. Duggan are both there.

Vastness of Our Heritage 


The Unknown and Unexplored Stret- 
| ches of Canada 

How little we really know of much 
of the world that we talk of famil- 
iarly is brought home by the state- 
ment that more than a quarter of the 
Canadian Dominion remains as yet 
unexplored, 

The great war has interrupted the 
work of development and exploration 
in Canada, but Mr. Charles Camsell, 
of the Geographical Survey of Can- 
ada, takes stock in the “Geographical 
Journal” of the work that remains to 
be done when it is over. He gives 
{an idea of the vastness of the great 
Dominion to learn from his calcula- 
tion that 901,000 square miles of the 
mainland, or about 28 per cent., are 
still unexplored, 

The northern part of the Great 
Plains is the direction more than any 
other of the probable agricultural de- 
velopment. In the valley of the Mac- 
kenzie River is believed to be one of 
the largest oil-bearing regions yet un- 
explored on the face of the earth, It 
is 300,000 square miles in extent. In

Mr. Howard C. Felton contributes 
some interesting particulars about the 
automobile in the present war. In 
August, 1914, there were more motor 
cars of all sizeS in use in England 
than in all the other warring nations 
combined, Germany and Austria to- 
115,000 cars of all kinds, France had 
in the neighborhood of 90,000, 
Russia about 10,000.

“The crop situation on this con- 
tinent shows no material change in 
conditions from those of a week ago. 
The situation of fall sown 
shows steady growth where already 
in the ground, Still, there are parts 
where much intended se eding is de- 
layed for more safety against ravages 
of insects that are causing damage 
more or less in all seasons. A wider 
acreage is devoted to wheat seeding 
than that of the last season, 

For spring grain much plowing is 
done and the weather is proving tav- 
orable toward future preparation be- 
fore the setting in of real winter, The 
situation is satisfactory, but it is well 
to bear in mind that such early start- 
ing is possible to be changed by un- 
favorable weather or other causes of 
injury not now apprehended. In the 
spring wheat states, sentiment is that 
there will also be a broadening of land 
to be appropriated for wheat grow- 
ing in the new season. Very much 
plowing has been done and the wea- 
ther yet promises that an unusual 
breadth is to be devoted to the wheat 
crop in the new year. It is not only 
possible, but very probable that con- 
ditions must longer remain favorable 
before the ensuing crop may have a 
depreciating effect upon current val- 
ues, 

In the southern hemisphere, the 
promise of the crop to be harvested 
is of low yield in nearly all countries, 


and in some of them the situation is | 


extremely bad. Rains are occasionally 
reported in parts of the Argentine, 
but when well understood their im- 
proving effect appears to afford very 
little sentiment as to their worth 
upon the growing crops. That the 
world is short in its supplies is very 
well understood. Talk of an embargo 
is current on the export of grain in 
some important surplus countries. 

Australia does not appear to have 
the quantity of surplus wheat that had 
been estimated, Complaints are to 
hand of too much dryness for broad 
seeding in India. Cold and wet wea- 
ther interrupts seeding in France, and 
another unsuccessful crop year is ap- 
prehended. In fact, no important 
country in Europe sends out tidings 
of real hope to be guaranteed to any 
extent upon that continent. 
course, it is yet early and many chan- 
ges may arise, but none of definite 
character are yet spreading. When 
all is said, the most hopeful outlook 
at this time is in North America. It 
is too early, however, to entertain ex- 
pectation of the large crop needed to 
bring up a surplus for another year 
that will materially disturb the high 
prices now at hand for this.”
